areas (Dayton, Fernley, Silver Springs, Smith Valley and Yerington) for students, staff,

[dentifying and Mitigating a School-Wide Outbreak of COVID-19

e An outbreak will be defined per the Council of State and Territorial Epidemiologists (CSTE)

o  “Multiple positive cases comprising at least 10% of students, teachers, or staff within a
specified core group AND epidemiologically linked in the school setting or a
school-sanctioned extracurricular activity” (CSTE, August 6, 2021)

o The outbreak will be mitigated by following the guidance from the Local Health Authority
(Quad Counties), which may include the aforementioned face covering mandate

e The outbreak will be monitored and closed under the direction of the Local Health Authority
(Quad Counties)

Per Declaration of Emergency Directive 052

“Irrespective of any plan adopted by a county school district, charter school, or private school
pursuant to this Section, if a local health authority determines that a schoolwide outbreak of
COVID-19 is occurring and is not being adequately mitigated by the school district, charter school,
or private school, the applicable local health authority may require the mandatory and immediate use
of face coverings for all students and staff in the affected school building(s) and any additional
mitigation measures deemed necessary by the local health authority for that school or school
building(s). In such an event, the face covering requirement and any other mitigation measures
remain in effect until the local health authority determines that the outbreak is closed.”
